N ONE prod u ctive cou n ty of Nebraska two years 
ago a stu d y of eighty in d ivid u al farms d e­ 
veloped this importan t an d in terestin g fact. 
Sin ce 
the virgin sod of those farms was broken they 
have been cropped each year—sometimes to wheat 
bu t more frequ en tly to corn . 
Either wheat or 
corn , prod u ced year after year, even in rotation , 
pu n ishes the soil an d strips it of its fertility. Nor 
cou ld the farmers occu pyin g those lan d s be criti­ 
cized . 
With a few exception s mortgages stood 
again st their lan d s. 
It took every pen n y of in ­ 
come the lan d wou ld prod u ce to meet the taxes, 
in terest, equ ipmen t an d the n ecessities for the 
farm families. 
These farmers shou ld n ot be criticized . 
Most 
of them had they been in a position to make a 
choice wou ld have followed soil con servation prac­ 
tices glad ly. 
Had they been able to sacrifice a 
sin gle season ’s possible prod u ction on an y con ­ 
sid erable acreage, u pon their own in itiative they 
wou ld have ad opted that plan . 
The fact is im­ 
portan t to an u n d erstan d in g of the Roosevelt farm 
program u n d er Secretary Wallace. 
Years ago it 
became a fixed n ation al policy to “en cou rage” in ­ 
fan t in d u stry. 
Over a sixty year period m an u ­ 
factu rin g in terests con tin u ed to call u pon on e con ­ 
gress after an other to hoist tariff d u ties u n til 
American agricu ltu re approached ru in . 
That high 
tariff policy was bu sin ess in govern men t, bu sin ess 
in govern men t u p to its ears, an d for its own en ­ 
richmen t an d ben efit, althou gh bu sin ess always 
has su n g a psalm it wan ted govern men t to leave 
bu sin ess 
alon e. 
An d govern men t wou ld 
have 
been better off If it had refu sed to accept the re- 
.spon sibility 
for America’s in d u strial 
establish­ 
men ts. 


Bu t after sixty years an embittered agricu ltu re 
d eman d ed that the n ation al govern men t elimin ate 
the in equ alities between in d u stry an d agricu ltu re, 
after the farm er had been bled white in ord er to 
create what Mr. Coolid ge u .sed to d escribe as "an 
in d u strial d emocracy” while en gagin g in on e of 
tho.se rare, flickerin g smiles that erased the habit­ 
u al stern n ess of his face. 
It has been an d is the 
very heart of this con troversy in n ation al policy. 


■’F IN the last an alysis it can be said all wealth 
.. comes from the soil, this sixty year policy in 
Washin gton of favorin g man u factu rin g to the great 
econ omic harm of agricu ltu re, ou ght to lead bu si­ 
n ess grou ps to d iscon tin u e the cou rse throu gh 
which they provid ed the example an d fu rn ished 
all of the in stru ction to every in terest that all that 
is n ecessary is to come an d get it. 
Merchan ts will prosper, in d u stry will prosper, 
all lin es of bu sin ess will prosper, when the farm ­ 
er prospers. 
That has been the fact to which the 
fin an cier an d the man u factu rer for years closed 
their eyes, in d ifferen t to that which was fu n d a­ 
men tal to the stability an d the prosperity of their 
own bu sin esses. 
An d the fin e con tribu tion which 
this Nebraska legislatu re has mad e has been to 
bru sh asid e on e bu sin ess grou p after an other in ­ 
ten t u pon repeatin g the folly that has prod u ced so 
mu ch trou ble. This Nebraska legislatu re has d on e 
a gran d job in the face of the pressu re of bu si­ 
n ess grou ps. 
If America cou ld retrace her steps which she 
can n ot, in n ation al policy the elimin ation of priv­ 
ileges for the in d u strialist wou ld have averted the 
agricu ltu ral crisis of recen t years. 
Bu t the farm ­ 
er wan ts to practice con servation . An d there is in 
Washin gton in con gress a grou p represen tin g in ­ 
d u strial region s that d oes n ot care a whit what 
happen s to the farmer.
